“While 1 have not participated In the
management of the Title Guarantee &
Trust Company, | am desirous and will-
Ing to protect the savings-banks' deposl-
tors In that Institwtion numbering, as
I am advised through the press, several
thousand people, and representing a total
deposit of some $406,000, To such de
positors 1 hereby guarantee paymest on
or befers twe years from date of ap-
proval of their respective elaims.”

Mr. Ladd then described the manmer
in which this will be done, He ways this
Is personal matter with him and has
nothing to do with the firm of Ladd &
Tilton, Behind this bank is the entire
Ladd  estate, and  before  mak-
ing public his whole Intentions regard.

arrival there. For over two monthe
nearly every northwest and British Co-
lumbls officer has been on the lookout
for these two men,

To D, O. Bmith, & Tacoma detective,
belongs oredit for baving run down
Burilson and Covington. Shortly after
the strocious butchery of Mrs, Coving-
ton two men applied to the master of
the sailing schooner Henry Salling for
borths, They got them, and therealter
until the schooner lifted anchor stayed
closely to their lodgings. Both were
olgarette flends, however, and sent out
for a large quantity of tobacco and
paper, The fact that they were inveter.
ate cigarette smokers composed part of
the published descriptions, so when
Smith heard of the purchase, which was
after the Henry Salling went out, he
procesded Lo get full deseriptions of the
men who had secured berths. The Je-
soriptions tallied a0 exactly that little
doubt is felt of the whereants of the
much-wanted pair,
